DO NOT FERTILIZE 


CORN IN THE HIUU 


Farmers will be tempted thii § 


spring more than ever before to rer- 
tilize corn in the bill because of tae 
high prices of fertilizers caused t»y 
the European war. but this practice 
Is false economy, according to Direc- 
tor C. E. Thorne ot the Ohio Expert 
ment station. In the May Monthly 
Bulletin he explains that while a 
spoonful of fertiliser applied in the 
hill may give the corn a good start, 
spreading fertilizer 
over all 
the 


ground will be more profitable in 
the long run. 


Since the roots of the plant extend 


cut several feet around it, the fer- 
tilizer can be utilized better -by the 
p'ant if spread over all the feeding 
surface. A spoonful put in the hill 
can be used by only * few roots close 
to it. 
Director Thorne says, "Tbe 


plant roots can no more perform 
their full 
office 
around a tingle 


spoonful ot fertiliser 
than can a 


swarm of bees fill their hive from 
one clover blossom, even though that 
bioosom stood 
in an Inexhaustible . 


fcuntain of nectar." 


Then again, corn cannot use all 


the plant food, and following crops 
will make best use of the fertilizer 
when It is spread evenly over the 
field. The Increase In yield of these 
crops is often nearly as much as that 
secured In the crop fertilized. 
In 


one experiment at Wooster fertilizer 
has been applied only to wheat. The 
ertilizer has caused an increase in 
yield in the other four crops in the 
•otation ot 86 per cent of that ae*> 
cured In the wheat crop. In a sim- 
ilar experiment at StrongsviUe suf 
station this increase has been 97 
cent. When fertilizer Is put only 
the hill of corn, It is out of reach of 
99 plants In every 100 of the small, 
grains and grasses which follow the 
corn.

woman. 


'This mental male revolution was 


sorely needed both in England aad 
to Germany. I feel that in helping 
to down Germany, as the woman of 
England, France Italy and Russia 
are doing, by their physical work, 


i we are 
putting down the treat 


enemy of womankind. The kaiser. 
you know, has always 
frustrated 


tbe efforts of German women to rise 
from their subordinate position, and 
he typifies the attitude of the Ger- 
man men. At that, however, the 
German women will have to fight 
out their own salvation 
after the 


war, 
along with 
the men. They 


won't get any help from as. There 
hs» fceea too much internationalism 
• heretofore. Now, It will be a mat- 
ter for each nation to solve many 
or its own problems and in particular 
the German nation. 


"England has been driven out of 


conservatism, at last. We women 
have shown English men that we are 
worth something, that we are not 
Ulterior creatures. I am sure that 
if women had had n say in the con- 
duct of the war England would have 
been ready quicker. One of our mis- 
fortunes has been that the young 
men, the open-minded men, have 
gone to the front to fight leaving 
the old and slow minded men, in 
charge. Take the case of the effort 
to get steel helmets for the men so 
that they might be protected from 
bullets and especially from bits of 
exploding shells. 
After these hel- 


mets had proven useful in France, 
the old men in 
England were still 


discussing the advisability of using 
them. 


"If women had been in charge of 


the supplying of their soldiers with 
protecting helmets, do you suppose 
they would have hesitated to manu- 
facture them In a hurry7 
Women 


are too 
efficient 
for that. 
Be- 


bides their very love 
would have 


urged them on. 


"Possibly the largest lesson for 


men in this war, as regards us, Is 
that women know how to do man's 
•work, and often better than 
men 


themselves 
English 
women 
are 


driving motor cars, are working In 
the factories, on thef arms, every- 
where 
In England we have once 


more learned the lesson of the dig- 
nity of labor with hands, and with 
•woman's hands at that 
Today no 


•woman in England, no matter what 
her rank, is afraid to work, and this 
IB a lesson we in England will not 
forget after the war. That's one rea- 
son why I have always admired the 
people in the 
United States— they 


appreciate the honor of 
labor, of 


hard work, and are not ashamed of 
it 
God pity them if their wealth 


makes them ever forget this truth. 


"This dignity of labor, of woman's 


labor, is going to have a large In- 
fluence on the marriage question, on 
the question of population 
It has 


been asked. 
'What will become of 


the young men of Europe of mar- 
riageable age after the war is over, 
when there are 
not enough Inis- 


to go around 
or when men
